NEW JERSEY 
CONVERSES WITH 
BUSH HOUSE. 


GROUND MIST INTERFERES. 


An interesting experiment took place 
yesterday when for the first time represen- 
tatives of the leading American news 
agencies and a representative of Reuter’s 
carried on a series of conversations with their 
colleagues in America who were flying im 
an aeroplane at Whippany, New Jersey. 

The conversations took place in a smail 
room of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company at Bush House, 
London, and the Press representatives 
in the aeroplane merely had ordinary 
wireless earphones fitted to their heads. 
Even so the transmission was particularly 
clear, and it was even possible to hear the 
noise of the aeroplane engine through the 
telephone, From the aeroplane the voices 
were conveyed to the ground by a special 
system of transmission, and were relayed 
from the aerodrome by land line to Rocky 
Point Transmitting Station, via New York. 
The route followed was thence by wireless 
across the Atlantic to Cupar Receiving *Sta- 
tion in Scotland. and thence by land line to 
Bush House. ‘Transmission in the opposite 
direction was from Bush House to Rugby by 
telephone, and thence by wireless from the 
Rugby Transmitting Station to the receiving 
stetion at Houlton, Maine, and thence by land 
telephone to Whippany. The experiment was 
timed to take place at 1 p.m., Greenwich 
time, which is, roughly, 7 a.m. in America. 

When, however, the aerodrome spoke to 
London, it transpired that there was a heavy 

round mist, which prevented the aeroplane 
aoine the ground. A conversation ensued 
between the American representative of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Company 
in‘ London and their representative at 
Whippany, and it transpired that the 
atmosphere was perfectly clear of electrical 
aneas on both sides of the Atlantic, 
and there were no thunderstorms 
to _ interfere with the clarity of 
the transmission. It was not until 3.25 that 
communication was first established with the 
aeroplane, which remained in the air for 
about twenty minutes. After descending, the 
acroplane again left the ground with the 
representatives of Reuter’s Agency and the 
Associated Press of America, and communi- 
cation was again established. At 3.55 
conversation was opened; but a mechanical 
defect in the transmitter in the aeroplane 
subsequently prevented further talk,

The Cave Hill. 


During a recent visit to Belfast I walked 
over the Cave Hill to see the extensive 
view that is to be obtained of the city and 
neighbourhood. 

When visiting the Cave Hill a good 
part of the journey must be made on foot, 
but by taking, as I did, the tramcar up the 
Antrim road as far as Fortwilliam Park, 
and then proceeding by a mountain road 
to the left, the ascent of the hill is not a 
difficult matter. 

From the top the view is magnificent, 
with the town just beneath, and the lough 
in the distance, dotted over with vessels 
of various dimensions.

I feel to-day in memory, as 
though it were but a few hours past, the 
catch in the throat as the contralto voice 
captured, released, diffused the notes of a 
Dominion’s emotion and an Empire's 
pride; and when the audience took up 
the strain it seemed to me that the 
sheer strength of feeling, rather than the 
sound, must break through the dome of 
the hall as though it were a shell, and 
wing its way to the uttermost confines 
of the commonwealth. A music made by 
a master who wrought that expression 
of feeling may well succeed in expressing 
an emotion which has filled and passed 
beyond those bounds. 


Rudyard Kipling. 


Once again it is Kipling’s privilege to 
make vocal the half articulate thought 
of the nation He has had hard words 
said of him; he has been scorned as a 
sentimentalist, and held to obloquy as 
a jingo. He is of another school than 
the generally recognised lyrists, They 
are lonian; Plato would have thrust 
them out of his Republic: Kipling speaks 
with the trumpet tones of Tyrtaeus— 
mares animos in Martia bella Versibus 
exacuit; he is a realist of action where 
Newbolt is a romantic. His '“ Reces- 
sional’’ bears the moral grandeur, the 
boastless tenacity of great ends greatly 
tried. Cromwell’s Ironsides could have 
sung it as truly as it could echo in the 
hull of an ironclad: it belongs to the 
red tunics of the Peninsula as well as 
to the khaki of France. ‘‘If”’ is the 
authentic voice of the father in an 
English countryside: it is 18th-19th 
century ; it is all centuries’ English, The 
old accusation of complacency is raised, 
but a “ sportsman ” must needs be sure 
of himself. The melodrama of Gunga Din 
is attacked: but what of the humour that 
turns to tears, and the tears “hat turn 
to a wry laughter first and then are fled. 
Sportsmanship, humour, those pure 
English commodities carry their oaken 
strength over the Seven Seas and nerve 
to enduring and persevering in a 
thousand salients against fortune; and 
Kipling sings them. He is the un- 
crowned laureate of the common people 
of England. 


C helsea in Dublin. 


The original suggestion was made 
lately that when the Municipal Gallery 
is finally housed in Charlemont House the 
district round Parnell square should be 
the Latin Quarter of Dublin. The idea 
often has occurred to me that parts 
of Ranelagh, especially Mountpleasant 
square, should become the Chelsea of 
Dublin. Londoners would never dream 
of neglecting an exquisite eighteenth 
century neighbourhood such as this, and 
allowing it to degenerate into a shabby- 
genteel district full of third-rate lodging- 
houses. 

The houses are very similar to many 
of the streets and squares in Chelsea. 
They are not outrageously large, like 
those of Merrion or Fitzwilliam squares, 
and, therefore, would not entail large 
retinues of servants and correspondingly 
impressive ‘ncomes. Mountpleasant 
square is within easy reach of the city, 
in a quiet backwater, modestly tucked 
away between Rathmines and Ranelagh. 
It rejoices in quaint alley-ways, un- 
expected arches, at least one haunted 
house, and beautifully proportioned 
doors. It would be delightful to see 
this charming 6ld square inhabited by 
interesting people, and I. would love to 
see gaily-painted hall-doors and windows 
with glowing window-boxes in the 
summer, showing up the natural 
Georgian elegance of the houses them- 
selves.

terminus for the ’bus traffic of the city. 

Smithfield market is the only really big 


second-hand market in Belfast, and its

a furniture there, and generally

It is not necessary to point out that the 
evenue of the country would benefit by 
his deal to the extent of four shillings, 
while the interest accruing from the sum 
invested with the State in this case would 
amount to something like . ninepence.

CATHOLIC CHURCH AND CIVIL LAW. 

A paper on “ The Status of the Catholic 
Church in Civil Law since 1829,” was read 
by the Rev. Dr. Browne, D.C.L.. Maynooth 
(Secretary of the Union), who said that the 
description Catholic Emancipation applied to 
the Act of 1829 was open to misconception, 
and had given many people the pretext for 
saying that since 1829 Catholics had been 
quite free from legal disabilities. and that 
the Catholic Church, enjoying full liberty 
and a favourable atmosphere, had in time 
acquired a position of. privilege in this 
country. The Act of 1 was indeed a 
triumph for the Catholic cause, but Catholics 
were still debarred from the highest offices 
of the State, and were still bound to pay 
tithes to a Church that they did not believe 
in. From the point of view of the liberty 
of the Church to conduct Catholic worship 
and ager : Catholic religions or charitable 
activity, the Act of 1829 was frankly dis- 
appointing. 

Its freedom was subject to.two conditions 
—the State might prohibit any of its fune- 
tions in the name of public order. and it 
Was subject to the jurisdiction of the State 
and its courts even in cases affecting 
ecclesiastical issues, and already decided by 
the competent ecclesiastical tribunal. There 
was further limitation inasmuch as the State 
deliberately refused to tolerate certain 
tenets and rules of her's long after 1829. The

In 1848 an Act 
was passed which upheld this view—twenty 
yeafs after emancipation. 

THE SECOND AND THIRD POINTS. 

The second point in which the right of 
the Catholic Church to free profession of her 
faith was limited, aineainel marriage, In 
this country the law regarded ye as a 
civil contract, and all cases of nullity or 
separation must be tried by the Civil Courts. 
If the marriage of a Catholic were found to 
be null and void by a competent ecclesiastical 
tribunal, and if the Catholic were to act on 
the decision, he would find himself in jail. 
Yet the Constitution guaranteed him the 
free profession and practice of his faith. 

The third point concerned the Sacramental 
seal of confession. He cited cases in which 

riests had been put to jail for refusing to 
bas that seal, and said that there had been 
no change in the law or practice. When 
they took stock of the strictly legal position 
of the Church they found that instead of en- 
joying any freedom or advantage of law in 
this country, the Church had not received 
even the same treatment as that accorded to 
any obscure sect of yesterday's growth. She 
had never more than a partial toleration, 
and she had had to endure the distrust and 
suspicion of the law. He did not demand 
legal establishment—all that his paper de- 
manded was that the Catholic Church be 
given toleration—not partial, restricted 
toleration of the bigoted past, but the full 
and free toleration that was guaranteed to 
her on paper, 

If law-makers were wise, concluded the 
lecturer, they would see that it was not in 
the interests of the State or of social pro- 
gress to eliminate religion from public affairs 
or to hamper its activity. 

THE STATE AND UNEMPLOYMENT. 

The Rev. Dr. Pierce, Maynooth, said it 
Was an extraordinary thing that they should 
be in the position of asking for toleration 
for Catholics at this hour of the day. He 
would go farther and say that legislation in 
this country should be more and more in- 
fluenced by Catholic principles. Christ should 
reign not only ‘in the Church, but in the 
State. Unemployment was an example. The 
pernicious doctrine was being preached by 
non-Catholics, and sometimes even by 
Catholics who were poisoned by the atmos- 
phere of secularism of the present day, that 
the State had nothing to do with unemploy- 
ment. 

It was not only the duly of the State, but 
the interest of the State, to deal with anem 
ployment, for indigence and unemployment 
increase not only the number of the sick. 
but of malcontents and cfiminals that are 
a blot and a source of danger in the State. 
The money that was saved in one way on 
the false plea of economy had to be ptmred 
out in the upkeep of courts and prisons and 
hospitals. 

CHARITY IN THE IRISH COURTS. 

The Rev. Father Slattery, A.M.. said that 
he wished that Dr. Browne had given them 
& definition of charitv as it was understood 
in the Irish Courts. He thought that the law 
only understood it In one of its lessér mean 
ings, and not as love of (;od and our neigh

In the course of a paper in Irish on “ The 


Church and Native Culture.’’ 


The Rev. M. J. Fallon. BA. B.D... D.C.L..

It seemed to him that there was a 
Irish spirit in the people when they had a 
Government opposed to Irish, and when 
there was no advantage to be gained by 
learning the language. English was in power 
in the country vet, in the Dail, the Church, 
and the Courts. People who did know Trish 
felt somewhat ashamed to speak it, lest it 
might not be sufficiently respectable. Eng 
lish customs were being practised everywhere 
—in the Gaeltacht and the Galltacht. It 
was the Irish culture and custams which 
were the most suitable remedies against the 
poisonous disease that was rotting the 
culture that was native to Ireland. 


THE PRIEST IN THE THEATRE. 

At the afternoon session the Rev. H. 
Gaffney, O.P., read a paper on ‘‘ The Priest 
in the Theatre,” and said that the medieval! 
drama, which had its basis on the Com 
munion of Saints, had achieved a success 
which the modern theatre could not claim. 
The Lutheran revolt sounded the death-knel! 
of the Christian dramatic movement, and 
from that time the forceful appeal of the 
drama had been almost completely divorced 
from the cause of Jesus Christ. Now a 
spirit which had not left Ireland unmoved 
was inspiring many nations to create a 
dramatic movement like that. which in the 
Middle Ages stirred Western Europe to a 
realisation of the beauty and dignity of 
the Catholic faith and the Catholic vision. 
It was hard to realise that it was onlv four 
hundred years since the Dublin Corporation 
financed the presentation of mystery plays 
in College Green. It was much less than 
that since the citizens of Waterford, Galway, 
Cork, Wexford, and Drogheda crowded 
round the rough platforms upon 
which mystery plays were enacted. 
To-day Ireland was being glutted with foreign 
plays. There was no State Censor to protect 
the public, and any production, however filth, 
or gross, could be mported into the country, 
and there was no one to prevent ils presenta 
tion in the Free State. 

Continuing, Father Gaffney said :—‘ One 
theatre in Dublin, with Government support, 
attempts ostentatiously to interpret our 
national culture. Its achievement is best 
commented upon by silence. And one may 
challenge the Government’s wisdom in 
financing a theatre which has used its position 
to broadcast so frequently the alleged failings 
of our fellow-countrymen. In fact, it seems 
to me that it redounds to the credit of 
Ireland that, in spite of the persistent em- 
phasis laid upon the worth of the drama spon- 
sored by this theatre, the Irish people are less 
convinced now than ever before of its claim 
to be the authentic interpreter of our 
national life.” 

He added that it was with unwillingness 
that he made these admissions: but they were 
no less necessary than an effort. te” seek out 
the reason for our alleged dramatde decadence 
as a prelude to econstractiy suggestions. 
It was also true that the Irbh people had 
acquiesced, if they had not} dictated, the 
degeneration of modern dramaí and the Irish 
schools and colleges which had ducated them 
must tu the last analysis sharé in the blame. 
The remedy rested in the han's of the Irish 
priesthood and of the Trish }chools.

The Archbishop announced that a con- 
ference in the interests of Sunday School 
work had been arran to take place at 
the Church of Ireland Training College, 
Dublin, from September 9th to 13th next. 

He stated also that a form of Service of 
Thanksgiving for the King’s recovery, to 
be used in the churches on July 7th next, 
has been pared, and that copies will 
be available for the clergy in a few days. 

In his presidential ress, the Arch- 
bishop made lengthy reference to the 
subject of Catholic Emancipation, gave 
his impressions of the Conference of 
Youth, held in the diocese last January, 
and spoke also of the successful effort 
made to clear the debt that lay on the 
Diocesan Hall scheme, and of the prospect 
that Christ Church Cathedral will require 
funds for ie of the fabric. 

The Archbishop spoke sympathetically 
with regard to the celebrations of the 
centenary of Catholic Emancipation, but 
uttered a warning against judgment by 
the standards of to-day of those who in- 
flicted grievances in the past. 

“We are in the minority to-day,”’ the 
Archbishop added. “ Let us not be blind 
to the way the tide has turned against us. 
Yet, if Protestantism is the virile and 
independent thing we like to think it is, 
there is a bright future for it in Ireland. 
It has something to give for which Ireland 
will yet be glad. 

“If we exercise the moral qualities 
taught by the New Testament and the 
Church Catechism, and if, instead of 
complaining that the conditions are un- 
favourable to us, we set ourselves to be 
practical and to deal with the conditions 
as they are and to master them, we need 
not fear for the future. 

“There is one ascendancy we cannot be 
forbidde: to aspire to, and that is the 
ascendancy which fastens itself on merit.’ 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


CATHOLIC EMANCIPATION 


The Archbishop of Dublin, addressing the 
Synod, said :— 

I could hardly address you to-day without 
making reference to the event of a hundred 
years ago which has evoked such widespread 
rejoicings among our fellow-countrymen—I 
mean the movement inaugurated and carried 
through by Daniel O'Connell. What is spoken 
of by our fellow-countrymea as Catholic 
Emancipation is really a long series of legisla- 
tive and political changes whereby the dis- 
abilities imposed upon Roman Catholics were 
successively lightened or removed. These 
er culminated in the demand made by 
the Liberator when he stood for Ennis this 
time one hundred years ago (an election, by 
the way, in which his opponent was my own 
kinsman, William Vesey Fitzgerald)—the 
demand to take his seat, being a Roman 
Catholic, in the House of Commons. It is 
this dewand, presses in 1829 upon an unwill- 
ing King and Government, and pressed to 
a successful issue, which is treated as symbolic 
of the whole movement for the redress of 
the inequalities under which Roman Catholics 
suffered. 

As one who tries to take an objective view 
of the world upon which he looks, I can only 
say that I cannot grudge to my fellow- 
country-men all the satisiaction which they 
feel upon the recovery of their political 
liberties, nor can I do anything but admire 
the tenacity with which they stood together 
in adversity. (Hear, hear.) I do not 
propose to follow the futile procedure 
of doing. what Napoleon (I think) 
called “running to the succour of | 
the conquerors.’’ I am profoundly glad that 
the grievances of Roman Catholics are re- 
moved. I recognise and deplore the injustice 
of their lot before that time. 


OTHER TIMES. 

Standing in the twentieth century, I do not 
see how it would be possible to do anythin 
else. The penal laws were the product o 
quite other times and other viauners. They 
arose out of historical and particularly 
politico-religious conditions, in which neither 
side (and i repeat it—neither side) under- 
stood the meaning of toleration. In some 
countries one side imposed penal laws; in 
some countries the other did. It á 
that in England and in Ireland penal laws 
were imposed by a Protestant Government, 
but the laws they imposed were all of a 
piece with similar laws enacted Ken Pro- 
testants elsewhere. (Hear, hear.) It was the 
existence of such laws in France that brought 
great bodies of French Protestant refugees 
to find a new home in Ireland in the seven- 
teenth century. I make no pretence to justify 
those laws. History tells us plainly that the 
taking of the sword carries with it the 

alty of perishing by the sword. France 
so id a bitter penalty íor her expulsion of 
the uguenots. England, on the other hand, 
has paid a bitter penalty in the secular 
estrangement of the Irish people, both in 
the Old and in the New World. 

I would ask that those who have the 
teaching of the youth of Ireland should net 
teach history in a false perspective by con- 
centrating the attention of their pupils on 
what, happened in Ireland to the exclusion of 
what was happening simultaneously elsewhere 
in Europe. tt is quite easy to inflame pas- 
sions and to keep ain EE“ alive by the 
suggestion that England’s treatment of Tre- 
land was cruelly and uniquely unjust. It is 
only natural to feel most keenly about hard- 
ships inflicted on and suffered by those 
from whom we are sprang. A reading of 
history of, say, France and the Netherlands, 
of Spain, of England, and even of Ireland, 
would show that positions were in some 
cases reversed, and that then it fell to the 
Protestants to suffer. 


PAST AGES. 

I do not think anyone has anything to 
gain by dwelling on the hardness of those 
past ages. We of to-day did not impose those 
penal laws, and we have no responsibility 
for the grievances they inflicted. I refuse 
to judge by the standards of to-day those 
who imposed them, and presumably felt 
justified in imposing and maintaining them. 
Such judgment is very cheap, and such easy 
condemnation under different conditions quite 
unconvincing. ' 

Edmund re as usual, took the view 
which in the long run prevailed. May I 
say at this point how much I rejoice to 
see the moving tribute paid to the memory 
of Burke in College Green? (Hear, hear.) 
If ever there is to be reconciliation in Ire- 
Jand, whether between Irishmen and Irish- 
men or between Irishmen and Anglo-Irish, 
it must be through a generous acceptance 
of the principles for which Burke stood. 
(Applause.) We who share Burke's religious 
cr can thank him for drawing ovt for 
us a century and a half ago the social prin- 
ciples involved in Christianity; those who 
are not of his creed can admire him because 
he was detached enough to set principle 
above party and justice above privilege.

For all that, it is a 
to remember that long 
time of O'Connell and his irresistible 
challenge the conscience of Protestants 
was being aroused to the sense that all was 
not well, y by the advance of liberal 
ideas and partly (1 hope) by a better under- 
Standing of the teachings of their religion. 
We can remember also that, in spite of acute 
differences of creed, the ‘harshness of the 
law was mitigated for many Roman Catholics 
by the personal friendliness of individual 
Protestants, who in numerous cases where 
property was concerned stood between them 
and the confiscations it prescribed. If love 
laughs at locksmiths, human nature defies 
even the. harshest legislators; and that same 
human nature still lives in Ireland, and even 
though our ideals and, perhaps, alas! our 
memories may seem to pull us steadily apart, 
yet the little kindnesses of daily intercourse 
are still more strong to “alte and heal. 
(Hear, hear.) 

NEW ASCENDANCY. 

At the same time I would urge you to 
remember that, in spite of Emancipation, there 
still stand facing one another in the Free 
State the old two interests, separated from 
one another by three of the strongest: social 
factors known in human life—culture, race 
and religion. Ascendancy has been snatched 
from the one and is, being asserted by the 
other. We are in the minority to-day, and 
whatever may be our moral influence in the 
State, I should find it hard to say that we 
enjoy a share in the administration of the 
affairs of the State bearing any proportion to 
the education of our people or the taxes they 


pay. 
A BRIGHT FUTURE. 

Let us not be blind to the way the tide has 
turned against us. Yet, if Protestantism is 
the virile and independent thing we like to 
think it is, there is a bright future 
for it in Ireland. It has somethin 
to give, for which Ireland will yet be glad. 
But if it is to stand its ground, it must work 
for its living anc earn it. Whatever we are 
to gain we shall only gain it by deservin 
it. Nothing is going to be given to us out of 
consideration for our feelings; we shall be 
rewarded only as we are worth rewarding. 

The pressure upon us is becoming keener 
and more unrelenting as each year passes. I 
do not say we shall not get a fair field. We 
shall certainly get no favour. The challenge 
is sharpí and vill not be easy to meet; but 
it can be met by those who have courage 
and independent mindedness and are ready 
for hard work. 

Pressure from without tends to consolidate ; 
therefore, let us stand só | by one another. 
(Applause.) If we exercise the moral qualities 
taught by the New Testament and the Church 
Catechism, and, if, instead of complaining 
that the conditions are unfavourable to us, 
we set ourselves to be practical and to deal 
with the conditions as they are and to master 
them, we need not fear for the future. There 
is one ascendancy we cannot be forbidden to 
aspire to, and that is the ascendancy which 
fastens itself on merit. (Applause.) 


YOUTH CONFERENCE.

BELIEF THAT IT MET A REAL 
NEED. 

The proceedings of the Conference of Youth, 
the Archbishop continued, will be brought 
before you during the meeting of the Synod. 
You will remember that we passed a resolu- 
tion this time last year giving the approval 
of the Joint. Synod to the calling of a con- 
ference of the younger members of our Church 
in this diogese and asking me to take the 
necessary steps. I have pleasure in reporting 
to you that the conference met in the week 
beginning Jahuary 27th of this year, and 
brought togéther during that week a very 
large number of younger members of the 
Church, who showed a keen and sustained 
interest in its deliberation. The organisation 
of the conference was left wholly in the hands 
of youth, with Mr. Bolton Waller as Chairman 
of the Committee; and 1 cannot but express 
my sense of the capacity and administrative 
grasp displayed by those responsible for the 
arrangement. 

I believe the Conference met a real need. 
It offered an opportunity of self-expression to 
a number of younger Church people who felt 
irritated by the wav is which things are 
done, or who felt that things which should 
be done are not being done. I cannot myself 
object to full and frank discussion. There is 
no other way by which one may learn what 
is in people’s minds. A good many things 
were said with which I could not but disagree, 
but I found that in many cases the corrective 
criticism upon these statements was made 
from within the Conference itself. 


GAINS. 

EL have no doubt that among the gains 
resulting from the Conference two at least 
will accrue. One is that most of those present 
will have learnt how many shades of opinion 
exist in regard to what at first seems the 
simplest question; and the other is that, in 
a society of human beings, a very large 
amount of mutual toleration is imperatively 
called for. We must not demand that every 
other soul should pass through precisely the 
same experience as our own; rather must we 
learn to marvel at the wideness of Christ, 
Who has room within His heart for all the 
different types of human nature that God has 
mace. 

The fact which impressed itself upen my 
mind perhaps most of all was the tremendous 
vitality displayed. Youth was deeply in- 
terested, and was quite unashamed at 
showing it. Youth may be in revolt, 
but it is not in revolt against religion. What 
it demands is reality, and it has no doubt 
that it is in search of reality when it is 
in search of God. What it does not qu 
trust is the older generation. I do not think 
i, questions our bona fides, but it does 
question our competence, and it does not 
care for things just because they are in 
possession. he things in possession must 
justify their existence, must stand in some 
living relation to those who are called on 
to accept them. 


IMPATIENCE. 

I expect this is why youth tends to be 
impatient with the institutional side of 
religion. In an ancient society many things 
are done, and words used which have been 
in force so long that their original meaning 
has become blurred; and so what is done in 
church appears forced and unnatural, and 
seems to bear about the same relation to 
palpitating present day life as the Gothic 
windows or renaissance decorations of the 
churches bear to normal domestic achitecture 
and ornament. If our religion is to express 
us we are told it must speak our languag 
and not the language of our great-grand- 
fathers. 

Here is just one of the problems that face 
the Church to-day—how to reconcile a static 
institution with a dynamic vitality—how to 
reconcile history and youth. It saves a great 
deal of trouble if the rising generation 
will be content to repeat the words of 
their predecessors, but the Chureh that stifles 
the questions of the rising generation will 
soon have no rising generation wanting to ask 
it questions. 

SUNDAY OBSERVANCE. 

We find, for example, a great difficulty in 
securing the “ee oí —— numbers of 

oung pope for Sunday, ey do not like 
the old-fashioned Sunday, and rather than 
keep it like the Jewish Sabbath day, they 
refuse to keep it at all. Now, of one thing 
I am certain, and that is that the ob- 
servance of the Lord's Resurrection Day each 
week is part of our Christian pray ah 
which cannot be let go without grave 
What is to be the nature of that i 
How are we so to keep the Lord's .

DIOCESAN HALL FUND. 

I cannot conceal from the Synod the great 
satisfaction I feel in being able to rt 
that the debt upon the Du Diocesan Hall 
has been extinguished. 1 have to asknow- 
Jedge in this matter the Joyal and laborious 
work of the men and women of the majority 
of the parishes of the Diocese of Dublin. I 
never contemplated the necessity .of raisin 
mote than £2,500, but £3,000 had been call 
for, and it has been obtained, and more. The 
idea of a bazaar in aid of the funds was at 
first received by our people with a grim cour- 
age resolved to make the best of a trying 
situation. As time passed by, and the 
burdens were .distributed and shared, an en- 
tirely new spirit entered into the workers. 
What had been begun as duty ended as 

leasure. Many to whom the diocese had 

itherto been a dim shadow found now that 

the diocese was a unifying power that brought 
into friendly and happy association re- 
sentatives of parishes that had eovie “had 
any dealings. with one another before. [ 
have no hesitation in saying that the bazaar 
has been a consolidating factor in our church 
hfe of a most valuable and practical kind, 
and actually the suggestion has been made in 
several quarters that something else of the 
kind should take place before many years 
have passed. 


GHRIST CHURCH CATHEDRAL. 

I have no intention of trespassing upon 
the indulgence of the peuple ol the diocese 
for some time to come—indeed, [ should 
never have ventured to propose the recent 
bazaar had { not been reassured by some 
whose faith was stronger than my own. At 
the same time I wish to tell you of a 
diocesan object which needs most serious 
consideration. That is, our Diocesan 
Cathedral, Christ Church Cathedral. 

Christ Church Cathedral was restored im- 
mediately after the Disestablishment by the 
late Mr. Roe, who found it in a very ruinous 
condition and expended upon it a quarter of 
a million of money and endowed it with 
over £50,000 for clergy and choir. He made 
no provision for the fabric. This is the 
immediate cause of our concern. A good deal 
of stone was used about the windows by Mr. 
Street, which has been gradually flaking away 
in the Dublin atmosphere. The replacement 
of this stone is an imperious necessity, and 
yet has had to be neglected owing to the 
extent of the trouble and the high prices of 
these post-war days. I am anxious that the 
Diocese should be aware of the serious con- 
dition of its central church, and I hope that 
a body of friends of Christ Church Cathedral 
will gather around the Dean to help to 
lighten his burden as he watches over the 
beautiful building whose zealous custodian he 
is. (Applause.) 

DIOCESAN COUNCIL ELECTIONS. 

After a private session, the Synods took 
up notices of motion. One motion, of which 
notice had been given by the Rev. E. H. F. 
Campbell and Mr. ¥F. A. Lowe, pro 
alterations in the method of electing the 
Diocesan Council. 
the Assessor (the Hon. J. H. Moore) saying 
that inasmuch as it provided that certain 
members of the Synod were ineligible for 
election, it thereby contravened Clause 37, 
ch. II., which provided that the Council shall 
be elected yearly from amongst its members. 
In his opinion, the alteration of the consti- 
tution could only be carried by passing a 
bill in the General Synod for that purpose. 

The following amended motion standing in 
the names of the Rev. E. H. F. Campbell and 
Mr, F. A. Lowe was passed :-—‘‘ That in the 
case of any contested election for the Dublin 
Diocesan Council and clerical .and lay 
diocesan representatives to the General 
Synod, the names of clerical and lay candi- 
dates be proposed in Synod, and that the 
election shall take ‘place by ballot papers, 
which shall be sent to members through the 
post ; that the names of the outgoing members 
of the Diocesan Council and representatives 
to the General Synod, together with the 
names of all those nominated in Synod be 
printed in alphabetical order, the names of 
outgoing members of the Council and General 
Synod being marked with an asterisk and 
the number of their respective attendances 
being registered opposite their names.” 

A notice of motion asking the Synod to 
elect a committee to strengthen the work 
of the Nursery Rescue and Protestant 
Children’s Aid Society, was ruled out of 
order, the Assessor stating that the Synod 
had no power to do as requested. 


TO-DAY’S BUSINESS. 

The Synods will resume the conjoint meet- 
ing to-day at 11.0 a.m. The business on the 
agenda includes the election of a lay member 
of the Representative Church Body, the 
report from the Joint Diocesan Councils (in- 
cluding the accounts), election of auditor for 
the vear ending 3ilst December, 1929, and 
report of the Diocesan Board of Education. 

The Honorary Secretaries will move for 
leave to bring in a bill to alter Section 11 
of the Plan of Financial Arrangements.

One of. the most important matters of 
‘policy’ that confront “the” new British 
Government ig the .problem .oj, relations 
‘with Soviet Russia: This subject arouses 
painful’ memories ii the Sodinlist’ mind. 
Wher Mr. Ramsay, Macdonald came into 
power after the general election. of 1923 
one of his earliest. steps was to grant de 
jure as well as de facto recognition to the 
Moscow Government. During the Labour 
Administration’s short “term of: office. a 
draft treaty was: prepared between Britain 
and. the Soviet Republic ; but the discovery 
of the Zinovieft letter not only put an end 
to. this treaty, but also brought about the 
fall. of Mr. Macdonald*s . Government. 
Thereafter, until 1927, more or Jess normal 
relations existed between London and 
‘Moscéw.' “Trade. was resumed’ and gradu- 
ally: began to develop; M. Krassin was 
received as. official representative oí the 
Soviets, and everything seemed to:be point- 
ing towards a complete resumption of 
former dealings’ between the two countries 
wien the “ Aréos ” raid took place. This 
raid followed a series of incidents which 
convinced, the British Government that the 
Bolshéviks * wete plotting against the 


the. Government's views, and diplomatic 
negotiations were suspended. Since that 
time there have been no official relations 
between London and Moscow, There is 
little doubt that the new Government. will 
take early measures to resume dealings 
with: the Soviets.

Since the Imperial Conference’ of 1926 
the Dominions have been consulted on 
important points of foreign policy, and 
we shall be interested to Jearn the attitude 
which they will adopt on this occasion.

In the Lebby. 


The scene in the Lobby this afternoon 
before the opening of the sitting and also 
after its close was extraordinary. It was 
crowded from end to end, and the din wa 
terrific. One could hardly hear oneself 
speak amid the laughter, jesting and 
shouts of congratulation flying from one 
member to another. There was a feeling 
that the forthcoming session would be oad 
of a highly interesting character, tha 
Labour members particularly declarine 
their intention to “make things hum.” 
The Conservatives seem to be just as con. 
fident that the Government will nét veg 
its own way in all that it desires, while 
the one or two Liberal members whom | 
no had nothing to say on the subject at 
all. 


The Prime Minister Arrives. 


When the House of Commons nar 
opened to the public this afternoon if 
was seen that every seat in the House had 
a white ticket placed upon it, itidivating 
that it had been reserved, but it wag not 
until three o'clock that the members Keay 
to stream into the House in larve numbers. 
In the Peers’ Gallery Lord Cushendun wag 
the sole representative «f te other Heuse 
while im the Distinguished Strangers 
Gallery sat the Maharajah of Aliwar: Mr. 
Baldwin entered the House at twenty 
minutes to three, and was received with 
a few ironical cheers from the (overnment 
benches, but there was not a sound from 
his own side. Shortiy afterwards the 
Prime Minister came in. amid entirusiastic 
cheering from his supporters, which were 
renewed when Mr. Snowden niade ty 
appearance. Mr. Llord George came mm 
from the main entrance. and passed to his 
seat unnoticed and unchéered. 


The Speaker. 


The proceedings began by Black Rod’s 
summoning the Commons to the Lords to 
hear the authority ior the election of s 
Speaker. In response Mr, Macdonald and 
Mr. Baldwin walked out together, after 
shaking hands in the middle of the 
House. It was exactly three o'clock when 
the Clerk of the House, “Sir Lonsdale 
Webster, rose and pointed at Mr. &. 
Masterman Gillett, the Labour member 
ier Finsbury, who is by professien a 
banker and by religien a Quaker.) thus 
mutely inviting him to propose Captain 
Fitzroy for the Speakership. Mr. Gillett 
made a charming speech, in the course of 
which he remarked that it was a testis 
time for Parliament and for democracy, 
and that other countries would. leok to 
this to see how it carried on thé creat 
traditions of Parliament. Jord Hugs 
Cecil, in seconding the proposal, made 


some interesting allusions to the powers ot 


the Speaker im days gone by, end_eacite! 
the mirth of the House by the Sedation of 
an interchange of courtesieg, , begween 
Queen Elizabeth and Speaker Wentworth. 
Both speeches weve admirably phrased 
and delivered and were warmly cheered. 
To the surprise of many members, there 
was some handclapping from _ several 
quarters, but this was promptly hushed 
Ly those near. Captain Fitzroy accepted 
the onerous post conferred upon him in 4 
most dignified address. 


The Press Excladed. 


A somewhat extraordinary incident 
marked the proceedings in the House f 
Lords, when the Commons were summoned 
to the Bar to receive their instructions (9 
proceed with the election oí a Speaker. 
The oldest member of the Press Gallery 
cannot recall a time when the Press wer? 
excluded from the Reporters’ Gallery cn 
the occasion of the reading of a Roya! 
Commission. That it was so excluded 
this: afternoon is due either to a misunder- 
standing or to the dejiberate creation ó! * 
precedent. So far as I understand. the 
attendants were instructed not to perms 
the Press to enter the Gallery belo 
prayers. That is quite usual; but in this 
case the Royal Commission preceded the 
prayers, and the procedure common:) 
followed is to admit the reporters during 
the actual ceremony and to ask them fo 
retire when the Commons have returne®, 
so that their lordships may achdress 
themselves to their derotions without = 
disturbing influence of the newspape! 
representatives. The ban on this occasion 
extended to others than the reporter:
